Alfred Kinsey, 
The Expert, Dies in 
Bloomington, Ind. 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind. (EE) — Dr. 
Alfred C. Kinsey, 62, a university 
professor who became perhaps the 
world’s foremost authority on hu­ 
man sexual behavior, died today 
in Bloomington Hospital. 
Kinsey, who gained fame as the 
author of two volumes on the per­ 
sonal and private habits of men 
and women, died at 7 a. rn. CST, 
hospital spokesmen said. 
He was taken to the hospital 
three days ago suffering from a 
heart condition and pneumonia. 
For several months, Kinsey had 
been in failing health and spent 
increasingly less time in his office

Scott Asks for GOP Congress, 


Blasts Record of Cong. Gray

Samuel Jack Scott, Republican 
candidate for congress from the 
Illinois 25th district, struck at the 
record of his opponent, Cong. Ken­ 
neth J. Gray, and asked the voters 
to give President Eisenhower a Re­ 
publican congress- in the major Re­ 
publican Night address last night 
at the Stonefort reunion. 
The Metropolis attorney, an FBI 
man for six years and later a rep­ 
resentative of the state department 
in the Middle East, declared that 
he had obtained a history of Gray’s 
legislation in congress and that 19 
bills he introduced were shown. 
“Of these 19 bills introduced by 
your congressman,” Scott said, “it 
is revealed that none was passed. 
It has been revealed that the con­ 
gressman cannot pull economic rab­ 
bits out of a political hat.” 
On Democrat Night, the previous 
evening, Gray had listed his accom­ 
plishments as a congressman. 
Scott, who predicted an Eisen­ 


hower victory in November, asked 
the people to consider most care­ 
fully the necessity of a Republican I 
congress, which will be elected this 
fall, “so that there will be team­ 
work in Washington the next four 
years.”

The county superintendent said 
he received permission yesterday 
morning from the Office of Public 
Instruction at Springfield for his 
action in dismissing the president 
of the school board, Richard Re­ 
becca of Pittsburg; the secretary, 
Tennyson Tanner of Creal Springs; 
and Carl Tanner and Loren Nolen, 
both of Stonefort in Williamson 
county. 
They were charged with 
wilful failure to perform their of­ 
ficial duties. 
To meet with Emery this after­ 
noon are board members Theodore 
Parks of Creal Springs Route I, 
Otto Legcreit of Marion Route 3 
and

Emery said he was working to 
get the district's 500 children into 
their classrooms on time.

Water Supply 


Install Pumps at 
Schools; to Vote on 
Improvement Sept. 8 
Temporary measures to over­ 
come the critical water shortage 
in Equality have been completed 
with the installation of pumps to 
assure a sufficient water supply 
for the schools. 
And additions to 
the system to insure permanent 
relief are being planned. 
The water situation in Equality 
has been verging on the critical 
stage for the past many months 
and reached the point this summer 
that it was necessary to shut off 
the water from the system for sev­ 
eral days to allow the storage tank 
to fill and build up pressure. 
The village water system, built 
about five years ago. got its water 
from two deep wells located a 
short distance east of the village 
limits. 
One well now is not pro­ 
ducing any water and the other 
pumps from 8 to 14 gallons per 
minute, according to reports. 
To assure the schools of an 
adequate supply of water, pumps 
have been installed at both the 
high school 
and grade 
school, 
where there is a cistern and well 
respectively. 
This water is used 
for sanitary purposes. 
Drinking 
water is hauled in by truck and 
pumped 
into the drinking foun­ 
tains. 
The voters of Equality will go 
to the polls Saturday. Sept 8. and 
cast their ballots on the proposi­ 
tion to issue $11,000 in general ob­ 
ligation bonds 
If the proposition 
carries, then the bonding company

Weinberger.

He said 
he placed 
the child 
“ gently” 
on rain-soaked ground 
about 150 feet from a main traf­ 
fic artery into New York City aft­ 
er he was frightened away from 
a ransom rendezvous. 
The swarthy mechanic and for­ 
mer bootlegger confessed the kid­ 
naping which had shocked tim na­ 
tion only a few hours after his 
dram atic arrest by FBI agents on 
Thursday. 
The FBI had cracked the caso 
by comparing the writing on tbs 
ransom note signed “your baby 
sitter” with some 2,000,000 hand­ 
writing samples in public records. 
’•Quirks” 
in the writing,

“ habitual and unavoidable,” be­ 
trayed LaMarca in what police 
called a “two-million-to-one shot 
which paid off.”

Ag Dept Sees| 
big Wheat Drop 
Due to Controls 


WASHINGTON OP)—The Agricul­ 
ture Department predicts that crop 
controls backed up by the new soil 
bank will cause a "substantial re­ 
duction” in the nation’s huge wheat 
supply in the marketing year start­ 
ing next July I. 
Economists writing in 
the de­ 
partment's publication "The Wheat 
Situation” estimated the 1957 wheat 
crop at about 700 million bushels, 
far off from the estimated 1956 
production of 939 million bushels. 
They 
forecast consumption in 
1957-58 of 951 million bushels—610 
million bushels for domestic use 
and 341 million bushels for export 
—leaving a deficit of about 250 
million bushels. 
This would be made up with 
wheat from the billion-plus bushels 
of surplus piled up in storage bins, , 
most of it government-owned. 
It 
would be the first reduction in the 
wheat surplus since it began to 
climb from the 1952 carryover of | 
256 million bushels. 
The estimated 700 million bushels 
of 1957 wheat would be achieved 
under the department’s goal of 
taking 12 to 15 million acres usual­ 
ly devoted to wheat out of produc­ 
tion and putting it in the soil bank 
acreage reserve, 
ll the goal is 
met it would mean a planted acre­ 
age of 40 to 43 million acres instead 
of the national allotment of 55 mil­ 
lion acres.

Suppose an income taxpayer suf­ 
fers a fire loss that is only par­ 
tially covered by insurance, and 
suppose 
his insurance company 10;0()— family Playhouse 
contests the amount of loss. 


The question arises, will he be 
safe in accepting a settlement of 
anything less than the face amount 
of the policy and if he does accept 
less, is he jeopardizing his riRht 
to take a casualty deduction for 
the amount of the loss that exceeds 
the insurance settlement when he 
prepares his income tax return? 


A recent case in the Tax Court 
illustrates this point exactly. The 
Hollingtons had recently purchased 
a $65,000.00 home which was dam­ 
aged by fire. The) had a $30,000.00 
insurance policy which would have J 
covered most of the repairs, but 
the insurance company objected to 
certain items and refused to, pay 
the full amount but did offer to; 
p .y $23,296.00. 


The Hollingtons settled on this ■ 
basis and later on their income taxi 
return took a casualty deduction j 
for the difference between $23,-1 
926.00 and their $30,000.00 loss.

URBANA—Check your electrical 
wiring frequently to prevent trou­ 
pe from short circuits. 
0. L. Hogsett, extension safety 
specialist at the University of Illi­ 
nois College of Agriculture, says 
you should replace a broken in­ 
sulator as soon as you find one. 
Check your wiring regularly for

He is very clear in telling us that 
we are saved by faith in Christ, 
and that because of that faith we 
do good works in His name. 
It is necessary that the Chris- j 
tian’s faith be tempted to prove 
himself. 
The person who brags i 
about never having taken a drink, 
nor stolen from another, nor com­ 
mitted adultery, may have nothing 
really about which to brag. It just 
could be that he has never been 
placed in a position where he was 
tempted to drink steal, or, commit 
adultery. 
If he were placed in 
such a position, he might turn out 
worse than the one he criticizes 
for having yielded to the same 
temptations. 
I BE GLAD FOR YOUR 
TESTINGS (V. 2-4) 
The Lord has permitted me to 
lave a good automobile. I like it. 
and have faith in it. 
Every part j 
of my automobile has been tested 
by experts. 
Recently we took a 
5300 mile trip in our car. We trav­ 
elled over mountains, across des­ 
ert* and over all kinds of roads. 
We were safe because our car had 
been tested before we ever pur­ 
chased it. 
Our sons are growing into strong, 
healthy young men. This has not 
happened overnight. 
It has come 
about by daily exercising of mus­ 
cles and body building. 
Just so with a Christian. He is 
not born full grown. He grows in 
grace and knowledge and patience 
by daily testing and spiritual ex­ 
ercise. 
The day will come when 
he will be better proven than my 
car and more full grown than our 
sons. 
H YOU CAN HAVE 
WISDOM (V. 5) 
Every person needs wisdom In 
dealing with his temptations. You 
see someone whose home, or, life 
is being wrecked by temptation and 
sin. You say he, or, she is “crazy” 
for acting thusly. 
What that per 


son needs is wisdom that can come 
only from God. 
He promises to I 
give that wisdom when 
He is 
called upon for it. 
You can save 
yourself many a heartache and per- j 
haps a lifetime of failure by heed-, 
ing this verse. 
III DO NOT DOUBT GOD (V 6 8) 
God is never to be doubted, 
lf 
you waver in your faith you are 
iike the “wave on the sea driven 
by the wind and tossed.” 
If you 
doubt God when you pray, your 
prayers will go unanswered. 
God 
will not honor the prayer requests 
of a doubter. 
Why? 
Because “a 
double minded man is unstable in 
all his ways.”

LIFE IS SHORT (V. 9-11) 
Here life is compared to th e : 
I flower that blooms and soon fades 
: away. 
The grass grows, and the 
burning sun comes to cause it to 
wither and die. 
Wealth makes no difference. The 
person of wealth is tempted to love 
his money too much. The poor per­ 
son is tempted to magnify his pov­ 
erty instead of the grace of God. 
The admonition here is to rich and 
poor alike. 
Life is short. 
God 
is great. Know and love Him!

TEMPTATION IS THE TEST 
(V. 12-15) 
God permits you to be tempted, 
but He never tempts you. God has 
nothing to do with evil. 
He will 
not look upon sin, nor, will He 
permit it in His presence.

At the same 
time He always stands ready to 
show you a way out of your temp­ 
tations.
